On accouat of the liberal appropriations 


made by this legislature to the benevolent 
institutions of the state, and for the capitol 
extension, it has been suggested by some 
that the fund raised during the past' two 
years for township school libraries, which 
now amounts to about $70,000, should be 
diverted from the laudable object for which 
it was intended, and the money placed in 
the treasury for other purposes. 


We think this would be an inexcusable 


misapplication of the funds cheerfully paid 
by the people for a specific purpose. 
The 


township school library tax has been paid 
without grumbling, and no petition has been 
presented to the legislature, either for the 
diversion of the«fuud to other objects, or 
that the tax should be repealed. 
It will be 


vain for members to plead in extenuation 
of suck an act of bad fnith that tho people 
have not known that they were being taxed 
for school libraries, for that would be a slan- 
der upon their intelligence. The fact that 
such a tax was levied has been noted in ev- 
ery tax roll in the state, and in the message 
of the governor, and in the reports of the 
state superintendent and secretary of state, 
for two years. 
No such excuse can there- 


fore be valid. 


The tax is a trifling one. It is but a dol- 


lar upon every $10,000. " The average ex- 
pense to each inhabitant will be a trifle 
more than 2 cents. For each school child 
there must be an outlay of .less than "six 
cents." For this small amount each inhab- 
itant of the state will have free access to a 
library, no where less in the beginning than 
10 volumes, and from that to 1000 volumes. 
To this will be added each year, an equal 
number.. One own city would have^at once 
a. school library of not less than 500 - vol- 
umes. How much this would add to ihe 
interest of our schools can easily be imag- 
ined. It would place a teacher, in the shape 
of a good book, in every family' and bring 
to every fireside, to the poor as well as the 
rich, a fund of knowledge and a fountain of 
correct taste and morals, which would exert 
a mighty and beneficial influence upon the 
rising generation. 


We trust that senators, in whose hanils 


the bill now rests, will see to it that this 
benificent measure becomes a law. It is 
drawn with exceeding care, and there is no 
possible chance that the money can be wast- 
e d .

There is one other consideration that we 


would urge, and that is — if the bill now be- 
fore the senate fails, there is no prospect 
that the law now on the statute book impos- 
ing the tax for school libraries can be re- 
pealed, as the majority of the assembly is 
against it, as it was last year. 
Hence the 


tax will again bs collected this year, while 
the $70,000 now in the treasury will remain 
there idle and useless, doing no good, , to 
which will be added next year's tax, mak- 
ing a large sum. If the hope of diverting 
it to objects of general appropriation is 
great this year, and encourages extrava- 
gance, how much more so will it be next 
year 1 By all means,"then, let this fund be 
distributed according to the intention of 
the law and the desire of the people. 


The Congrestlonal Apportionment* 


The attention of the people of this state 


is directed with;much interest, and some so- 
licitude, to the action of our legislature on 
the apportionment for congress. We hope 
the attempt to carve out six republican 
congressional districts has been abandoned. 
It would be an useless attempt and would 
result disastrously, we are quite sure, as it 
would involve the necessity of doing:injus- 
tice to republican as well as democratic 
constituencies. 
The Madison correspond- 


ent of the Chicago Tribune has the follow- 
ing truthfal remarks in relation to this sub- 
ject: 


The congressional apportionment com- 


mittee have not yet reported. 
From what 


I hear of their action, I am afraid there is 
a strong^disposition to carve out districts 
rather with a view to secure certain politi- 
cal and personal ends than to make com- 
pact districts of counties which naturally 
go together. The counties in the south- 
eastern part of the state are so arranged 
that it is difficult to make well-shaped dis- 
tricts of the right population, but there are 
110 such obstacles in the way as to justify 
gome proposed " formations" which would 
puzzle even the most scientific geologist to 
classify. 
Of the districts proposed, per- 


haps the worst shaped is one including Co- 
lumbia, Green Lake, Fonddu Lac, Sheboy- 
gan and Ozaukee counties, though another 
composed of Rock, Jefferson, Dodge and 
Washington is nearly as bad. Any reason- 
able division. of the state would make one 
or two districts almost, hopelessly democrat 
ic. Of course ambitious republicans resid- 
ing therein don't want to be left out in the 
cold that way, but that is no reason why 
the republicans should disgrace themselves 
by an unfair apportionment which might 
endanger half the districts in the state. 
Republicans ia districts that would be 
strongly democratic could better afford to 
trust to the dissensions and jealousies o: 
their opponents, hoping to divide and con- 
quer.

EATING BOILED OYSTERS BY THE PECK. 


—The editor of the Cleveland Herald writes 
;o his paperirom Washington, aa follows- 
" Did yoa ever eat boiled oyster ? We 


lave discovered a new institution in Wash- 
ngton. A friend-asked us. to follow whith- 
er he should lead. Entering alow, shed- 
ike building-, pervaded by a fish-like smell 
and penetrating the inner•• recesses, where 
wenty men were opening oysters, passing 
along into an apartment where two boilers 
or cauldrons were set in furnaces, our friend 
irdered some boiled oysters. ' How many?' 
I&B the query, and ' apecfc,' the reply. 'We 
stared, but stood by in mute astonishment. 
—a peck of oysters, and'only two small 
men as feeders. The peck of oysters were 
shoveled into a basket, placed under a force 
sump, and thoroughly washed ; then the 
Basket and oysters went into the cauldron 
of boiling water and remained five minutes. 
Plates meanwhile were heated, and the' 
3eck of oysters deposited on the bench ; 
jotter placed: in hot plates, with salt and 
jepper and the opening commenced.

don't spoil it in the cooking. It should be 
cut nearly an inch in thickness, and dm 
ded—by the natural divisions wheie piac 
ticable:—into pieces the sue of your hand 
or thereabouts. Cut'away fhe moat of the 
fat.. If you happen to hire such a thing 
as a "beef-steak pounder," in the house, 
put it into the fire and bum it to a coal— 
the wood they are made of furnish capital 
coals for broiling ; but any coals will do if 
they are hot enough. 


: The best gridiron is ithe double one of 


wire whi.cn you can shut jour meat into 
and turn without a fork to let the juice out, 
but any gridiron will do if it is clean. 
If 


you have much else to see to besides the 
steak, yon had better have something else 
for breakfast,-for it is a sin to put a beef 
steak over the coal and leave it to warp 
and squirm, and .dry up, until it is as taste 
less as an old shoe. But if you have a con 
science void of offence with all men, and 
are able to concentrate your energies upon 
business put your steak over tha fire Now 
you must know that the outside of a bioiled 
piece of 'meat musV.be crisp, and [turn it] 
nourishing. If you allow it to rest long 
with one side to the fire [turn it] the juice 
arid flavor rise to the surface arid are lost; 
The. great art [turn it] is to expose the 
meat at the start to such an intense heat 
that [turn itj 'the fibres may be seared up 
in such a manner as to seal up, (so to 
speak) .the mpisture. [Turn it ] 
Steak 


can be cooked in this way until it will not 
look bloody when but, [turn it] will satisfy 
fully those who like "rare beef," without 
offending [turn it] those who prefer it well 
done. Butter "'."is ''worse than wasted—of 
course [turn it] you'll have it on the table 
for such as wish to disguise the taste of the 
beef, as well as pepper and salt. [Turn it ] 
Your motto is beef and fire If your fire~is 
a hot one, the steak is nearly done. It may 
not be impertinent to suggest [turn it] that 
the potatoes being just done too, the family 
may gather around their hot plates directly 
from the fire. There will be time for 
" grace" before eating, and you will be 
thankful after, whether it is customary 01 
not in your family.
